I nsurance Firms Suffer 
From Year of Disasters

NEW YORK (AP) - For the 
insurance indnstrv 1967 wa.s a 
year of catastrophes. 37 of them 
in fact, and this in turn meant a 
financial catastrophe for the in­ 
dustry: a loss on its underwrit­ 
ings It disclosed the news this 
week. 
Fires, earthquakes, hail, sink­ 
ings, civil disorders, wind, auto­ 
mobile accidents and explosions 
forced insurers to dip into their 
own pockets for funds for the 
fourth year in the past five. 
The Torrey Canyon, an ocean­ 
going tanker whose hull was in­ 
sured for $16.5 million, went 
down off England. McCormick 
Place. Chicago’s huge exhibition 
hall, went up in $75 million of 
flames. A Louisiana plant ex­ 
ploded for $36 million in insur­ 
ance. 
Before feeling terribly sorry 
for the insurers, however, it 
should be remembered that un­ 
derwriting losses do not mean 
net losses. Insurers invest the 
billions paid to them in pre­ 
miums and usually earn a hand­ 
some profit. 
Nevertheless, any year in 
which 37 catastrophes occur is a 
bad one, and the word catas­ 
trophe is not used loosely. In in­ 
surance terminology it means 
any disaster which costs the in­ 
surers $1 million or more. 
All through the year, it seems, 
the winds battered city and 
countryside. “ Tornadoes and 
windstorms were more destruc­ 
tive in 1967 than in any other 
year within the memory of 
many veteran insurance men,” 
said the insurance information 
institute. 
The institute, a trade group 
that each year tries to assess 
the damage total, also found 
that fires took their “ grimmest 
toll yet,” destroying $1.6 billion 
in property. It recounted horror 
after horror. 
But odd as it may seem, most 
of these catastrophic losses are 
predictable, for they have oc­ 
curred in patterns over the 
years. Not so the civil disorders 
which laid waste to sections of 
some of the nation’s cities. 
These had no history. 
The Newark, N.J., riot cost in- 


surers $9 million. Detroit's in­ 
surance loss was $50 million, 
much below earlier estimates 
but large nevertheless. And $70 
million was lost in other civil 
disorders. 
The insurance people will tell 
you that, big as the bills are, 
they are fully capable of han­ 
dling 
hurricanes and earth­ 
quakes. but now they have 
thrown up their hands in frus­ 
tration 
over civil disorders. 
They suggest that the federal 
government 
might 
consider 
coming to their aid. 
This suggestion was one of 
the most remarkable and far- 
reaching 
insurance 
develop­ 
ments of the decade. For years 
this wealthy industiy had kept 
its distance from Washington, 
acting like maiden Aunt Alice 
seemingly threatened by an im­ 
pulsive Uncle Sam. Associations 
with government could only 
mean trouble, it felt. But now it 
seems willing to risk the conse- 
quenc'es. 
“ The roots of the riots go deep 
into the nation's social structure 
and have been nurtured by 300 
years of social injustice,” the 
industry said. Elimination of the 
causes, it suggested, was gov­ 
ernment's problem. 
As a result, the industiy now 
is seeking to limit its losses on 
riots. Beyond a certain point, 
not yet specified, the industry 
wouid like to see the govern­ 
ment assume losses. 
Now that the insurers have 
declared themselves, the legis­ 
lation may not be far behind. 
Pricy: to this, however, will be a 
debate spiced with many highly 
controversial opinions.

Home Environment Is an Aid 
In Training Deaf Children 


KANSAS CIT Y. Kan (AP) - 
T he curly haired 3-year-old boy 
watches closely as his mother 
mi.xes flour in a bowl on the 
kitc'hen table. 
“ Let’s make a cake," she tells 
the youngster in carefully dis­ 
tinct syllables. 
T he mother repeats the words 
three times as the boy gazes in­ 
tently at her face. At last he 
grins and chirps, "cake.” 
An ordinary domestic scene? 
Not quite. 
T he child ls almost totally 
deaf, and the two-stor>' frame 
house at 4009 Eaton Street is 
not their's but a parenf-home 


clinic established by the Uni­ 
versity of Kaasas Medial Cen­ 
ter. 
One of four such projects 
across the nation financed bv 
federal funds, the house is used 
to show parents in a familiar 
atmosphere how to help teach 
children with impaired hearing. 
“ VVe tried for years to tell 
parents in our offices how to do 
It. but it just didn’t work out 
very well in many cases.’ ex­ 
plained Dr. June Miller, audiol- 
oglst and director of the medi­ 
cal center’s hearing and speech 
department. 
“ In a home situation, the par- 


ents can see clearly how and 
what they must do to help. 
We’re very enthusiastic about 
it.” 
Established only a few months 
ago. the program involves 31 
youngsters with varying degrees 
of hearing loss. Some of the 
children also have visual prob­ 
lems. are slow learners or have 
other handicaps. 
Most of the bovs and girls are 
under 
Experts would like to 
begin the training at ages as 
early as 6 months, or as soon 
as a baby is known to have im­ 
paired hearing. 
A hearing clinician works with 


the mother or father — often 
both—to coach them on helping 
the child understand others and 
ultimately learn to speak. Par­ 
ents bring their child on regu­ 
lar visits to the home center 
until the youngster is ready to 
enroll in a special preschool 
program. 
“ T he big problem is getting 
he parents to simply talk to 
Lhe child of something that in­ 
terests him—anything to get the 
jhild to look at them.” Dr. Mil- 
er explained. 
“ Adults should talk in a nor­ 
mally loud voice, often and 
meaningfully to draw the child’s 
attention.” 
When they fiist come to the 
home center, .some of the deaf 
youngsters seldom look at their 
parents when the latter speak, v. 
T hey live in a silent world of 
their own. 
But in surroundings familiar 
to both of them, parent and 
child are shown how to commu­ 
nicate while playing games or 
performing routine household 
tasks. 
T he children help make beds, 
prepare and eat snacks, operate 
a vacuum cleaner and even 
take baths. T he parent talks, 
the child learns to watch the 
parent’s lips and imitate the 
movements to produce words. 
Pointing and gesturing by the 
parents are discouraged. 
“ Nevin hardly ever looked at 
me speak when we first start­ 
ed.” one young mother related. 
“ But the last time we chec’ked 
he watched my face five times 
in a minute. Now he can say 
‘mommy’, ‘bye-bye.’ ‘boat’ and 
a few other words.” 
Not only do parents learn 
how to communicate with their 
hearing-impaired children, but 
they also are shown how to 
maintain discipline. 
T his can be a special prob­ 
lem for handicapped youngsters. 
Adults often feel so sorry for 
the children they don’t try to 
make them behave. 
In the home center, experts 
suggest parents ignore the child 
when he is.throwing a temper 
tantrum and praise him when 
he does well. 
Communicating with a verv' 
young child can be a nerve- 
wracking experience, even par­ 
ents of normal children can tes­ 
tify. 
With a youngster whose hear­ 
ing is impaired, it requires end­ 
less patience and devotion. 
“ It’s a lot of work. ” admitted 
one mother. 
“ You’ve got to keep repeating 
the same thing over and over 
until she understands it. But 
I’ve learned. 
“Now at home when Mary is 
around I make a point of ex­ 
plaining everv'thing I’m doing. 
It’s amazing how quickly they 
pick things up.”

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Nailing Down Noisy Problem 


By MR FIX 


A squeaky flo o r is a nuis­ 
ance, but the pro blem is to o 
easily so lv ed to be allo wed to 
remain. Squeaks o ccur when 
flo o r bo ards beco me lo o se. 
Understanding the co nstruc­ 
tio n o f a flo o r will help y o u 
understand the pro blem and 
its cure. Mo st flo o rs co nsist 
o f two lay ers o f flo o ring. The 
to p lay er is finished hard­ 
wo o d. o ften o ak. Under this is 
a subflo o r made o f ro ugher 
and wider bo ards. A paper 
interliner is generally placed 
between 
t h e m to prev ent 
drafts and keep o ut dust. 
When installed, the subflo o r 
is usually nailed diago nally 
acro ss the jo ists. The finish 
flo o r is railed o n to p o f this at 
right angles to the jo ists. 
Finish flo o r bo ards hav e a 
to ngue - and - gro o v e co nstruc­ 
tio n so that they fit tightly to ­ 
gether. The nails are driv en 
in at an angle alo ng the 
to ngue. 
When a flo o r squeaks, it 
means that a bo ard has lo o s­ 
ened. The finish flo o ring, per­ 
haps no t nailed pro perly , may 
hav e pulled lo o se fro m the 
subflo o r. Or the subflo o r may 
hav e pulled lo o se fro m 
a 
jo ist. Or there may be a 
co mbinatio n o f these circum­ 
stances. 
So metimes y o u can simply 
slam the flo o r back to its 
pro per po sitio n. 
Once y o u 
hav e lo cated the o ffending 
bo ards (just walk o n them and 
no te which squeak) take a 
blo ck o f wo o d and a hammer 
and po und the bo ards. This 
may reset the o riginal nails. 
The bo ard will prev ent dam­ 
age to the flo o ring. Padding 
it will make it ev en less likely 
to do damage. 
It is mo re likely , ho wev er, 
that y o u will hav e to add mo re 
nails. Use a three-inch finish­ 
ing nail and try to driv e it 
thro ugh the flo o r and into the 
jo ists. Tapping with a mallet 


o r ev en y o ur fist sho uld re­ 
v eal the lo catio n o f jo ists. 
When the so und changes fro m 
ho llo w to so lid, y o u hav e o ne. 
Lo cate o thers by measuring. 
They generally are 16 inches 
apart, measuring fro m center 
to center. 
Driv e nails in at an angle, 
placing two at each po int so 
that they fo rm a “ V” as they 
go thro ugh the flo o ring. Yo u 
can make the jo b easier and 
av o id damage by drilling pilo t 
ho les first. 
Use a drill bit just a tiny 
bit thinner than the nail. This 
will prev ent splitting. 
Driv e the nail almo st all the 
way in. Then finish driv ing 
it with a nail set. Driv e the 
head slightly belo w the sur­ 
face and fill the ho le with 
wo o d putty o r a shellac stick. 
If the flo o r is accessible 
fro m belo w, such as a gro und 
flo o r o v er a basement with an 
unfinished ceiling, then ap­ 
pro ach the pro blem fro m be­ 
lo w. 
Lo cate the o ffending bo ards 
by hav ing so meo ne walk o n 
the flo o r while y o u watch and 
mark them fro m belo w. Then 
driv e thin wedges between 
the flo o ring ana the jo ists. 
This sho uld tighten the bo ards 
so that they do no t squeak. 
Lacking wedges, use wo o d 
strips which y o u can nail to 
the jo ist alo ng its to p edge so 
that it suppo rts the flo o ring. 
Press the strip firmly against 
the subflo o r while y o u nail it 
in place. 
If the squeak is between 
jo ists, install a bridge made 
o f a piece o f 2x 6 lumber at 
right angles to the jo ists and 
between them. Hammer it in­ 
to place befo re nailing. 
If wo rking fro m abo v e and 
the squeak is between jo ists, 
renail the flo o ring to the jo ists 
as clo se by as po ssible. Re­ 
nail the to p flo o ring to the 
subflo o r at the p o i n t o f 
squeaking as well.

ing interruptio ns in play ing 
classical music. 
A subfamily o f this species 
grafted the machine o nto the 
auto mo bile w h e n cartridge 
lo ads became practical. Bene- 
iits are escape fro m radio sig­ 
nal fading and keeping co ntro l

• To test a pair in a sto re, 
fo cus o n a lo ng v ertical o r 
ho rizo ntal line (no t thro ugh 
glasses) and check fo r disto r­ 
tio ns.

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LMoney No 
Concern In 
A Musical

LOS ANGELES (AP) - “ This 
is a totally impractical show ” 
says Gower Champion of his 
Broadwav-bound “ The Happy 
Time.’“ “ It is so absurdly ex­ 
pensive it's wonder that David 
Merrick isn’t going out of his 
mind.” 
Oddly enough, producer Mer­ 
rick is doing no such thing. It’s 
not difficult to see why. After 
all, Gower Champion created 
for him “ Hello, Dolly,” quite 
possibly the biggest gold mine 
in theatrical history. The show 
has already run over three 
years on Broadway, and the 
new Pearl Bailey-Cab Calloway 
version is likely to last as long. 
“ I warned David that this new 
project was insane.” says direc- 
tor-choreographer 
Champion. 
“ This will probably be the most 
expensive musical ever staged, 
and yet there are no sets, no 
costumes except of a very sim­ 
ple nature, no panoply, no pa­ 
geantry. The big expense is in 
the film. 
“ David just keeps telling me 
not to worry about the costs. 
But, boy—when he gets the fill 
for the film!” 
It is the film that first attract­ 
ed Champion to “ The Happy 
Time,” which was based on a 
play by Samuel Taylor and a 
novel by Robert L. Fontaine. 
The adapter of the musical ver­ 
sion, N. Richard Nash, had re­ 
marked that it could be present- 
1 ed in "multi-media.” 
That intrigued Champion. As 
the project developed, he hired 
a 
Canadian 
photographer, 
Christopher Chapman, whose 
work brightened exhibits at 
Expo 67. Since Robert Goulet 
plays a photographer, it worked 
out well for his photos to be 
flashed on a screen at the rear 
of the stage. But the mechanics 
of such a device were enor­ 
mously complicated. 
“ We have only a 30-foot throw 
from 
the 
projector 
to 
the 
screen.” Champion explained. 
“ The film is in 70mm, so that 
required a huge projector lens 
that costs $8,000 a year to rent. 
“ Shooting the film was a te­ 
dious affair. And since the cast 
members are shown on the 
screen, the film has to be 
changed every time a new actor 
is hired. We re now breaking in 
the third leading ladv. and new 
film will have to be shot of her. 
“ To make things even worse, 
I got the idea I wanted to mix 
movie film in with the slides at 
the end of the show to illustrate 
the boy’s growing up. That 
meant a trip up to Santa Rosa, 
where I shot film of the boy, 
Mike Rupert, on Fred Mac- 
Murray’s ranch, although Fred 
didn’t know about it. The care­ 
taker let us on the property. ” 
The impracticality of the film 
technique is demonstrated by 
the fact that only three New 
York 
theaters have enough 
backstage space to permit the 
projection of slides. There is 
none in Washington, Boston, 
Philadelphia and most other cit­ 
ies; hence some changes in the 
presentation will be necessary 
when the show tours. 
Champion 
isn’t 
worrying 
about that now. He has been 
working 16-hour days to prepare 
“ The Happy Time” for its offi­ 
cial Jan. 15 Broadway opening. 
During its five-week run at the 
Music Center here, he eliminat­ 
ed two numbers, added three, 
made cast changes and exten­ 
sive alterations of the script. 
He’ll continue his efforts during 
two weeks of New York pre­ 
views.

Good, Bad 
News For 
Taxpayer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - New 
Year’s Day will bring both good 
and bad news for the American 
taxpayer. 
One 
tax 
will 
be 
er^¿ed from the government’s 
books on Jan. 1 while another 
will be increased for many per- 
soas. 
Higher Social Security taxes 
to be paid during 1968 will more 
than offset the repeal of the fed­ 
eral stamp tax on real estate 
sales which was voted in 1965 
but doesn’t take effect until next 
week 
That tax amounts to 55 cents 
for each $500, or fraction, of a 
real estate sale and means be­ 
tween $60 million and $70 mil­ 
lion each year to the Treasury 
Department. It is one of the fees 
collected from the home-buyer 
when he signs his settlement 
papers. 
Although the Social Security 
tax rate won’t increase for 1968, 
the amount of salary on which it 
is levied will—from $6,600 to 
$7,800. This will mean an addi­ 
tional tax of $52.80 for a person 
earning $7,800 or more during 
the year. 
President Johnson has not yet 
signed the Social Security bill 
but is expected to do so shortly. 
Increased Social Security tax­ 
es and repeal of the federal 
stamp tax on real estate are the 
only two changes in the tax law 
which take effect Jan. 1. 
But when Congress returns 
next month, the House Ways 
and Means Committee is again 
scheduled to take up President 
Johnson’s proposed 10 per cent 
surcharge on individual and 
corporate income taxes and 
Treasury 
officials 
hope 
for 
speedy passage 
In addition to higher income 
taxes, that package also would 
postpone drops scheduled for 
April 1 in the 7 per cent manu­ 
facturers’ excise tax on automo­ 
biles and the 10 per cent excise 
tax on telephone service. 
The present Social Security 
tax rate of 4.4 per cent on the 
first $6,600 income means a to­ 
tal payment of no more than 
$290.40 for both the employe and 
his employer. 
It would have remained un­ 
changed next year had Congress 
not approved earlier this month 
an increase in both benefits and 
the tax schedule. The maximum 
pavment next year will now be 
$343.20. 
This is now scheduled to rise 
to a maximum $460.20 by 1987 
when the tax rate will be 5.9 per 
cent on both employe and em­ 
ployer.

No Clear Advantage is Seized 
By Either Side in Vietnam W ar 


Editor’s Note—What changes 
have taken place in the Vietnam 
war this year, and what is the 
outlook? Here is an appraisal 
from an Associated Press re­ 
porter who has been in Vietnam 
nearly six years and seen the 
conflict grow from one involving 
a few thousand American advis­ 
ers.

SAIGON (AP) - The Vietnam 
War spiraled to new heights in 
1967. A year of action from one 
end of the country to the other 
has left knowledgeable Ameri­ 
cans concerned at the possibili­ 
ty of bigger and bloodier battles 
ahead. 
Both sides claimed numerous 
victories this year. In the terms 
of reference both used, both 
were right. 
American commanders tend 
to analyze Vietnam in terms of 
World War II. The Communists 
see the war in terms of the fight 
to oust the colonial French in 
the 1950s. 
As this year ends, military 
tacticians cannot determine that 
even one decisive battle has 
been fought. At the demilita­ 
rized zone, both sides 
are 
bogged down in the mud and 
slush of the monsoon season. 
Hill 875 and the other head­ 
lined heights of Dak To are be­ 
ing taken over again by the 
jungle and avoided by both sides 
sitK’e the bloody battles of No­ 
vember. 
Many p>ersons see 1967 as a 
curtain-raiser 
to 
a 
military 
showdown in 1968. This year's 
developments tend to support 
this thinking. 
The Communists put to a se­ 
vere test the allied tactics of at­ 
trition espoused by Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreiand. At the 
DMZ U.S. Marine officers esti­ 
mated that casaalties taken by 
both sides were on a one-to-one 
basis all year long. 
Optimism about an early end 
to the war is based partly on the 
huge total of enemy dead—more 
than 80,000 this year by allied 
reckoning. But the Communists 
continued to commit men in 
seemingly pointless battles right 
up to the year's end. 
Killings of more than 100 ene­ 
my troops at a time were con­ 
firmed, particularly along the 
Cambodian border north of Sai­ 
gon. An American brigade com­ 
mander said: “ Don’t let us for­ 
get that the Viet Minh lost an 
estimated half a million dead in 
the struggle against the French. 
They are much better organized 
now, and they have lost no­ 
where near that number in this 
war.” 
Another senior officer said: 
“ Let’s face it. Either bec-ause 
they don’t know or don’t care, 
the mothers of North Vietnam 
seem 
much 
less concerned 
about their sons than the moth­ 
ers of America." 
The 
near-suicidal 
commit­ 
ment of men to battle appears 
to be just one of half a dozen 
tactics used in the Communists’ 
greatest offensive of the war. 
This began in late October and 
is continuing. 
The most experienced observ­ 
ers say that the Reds' firepower 
and willingness to sacrifice 
troops point to the most signifi­ 
cant factor in 1967: An apparent 
Hanoi decision to launch a 
fight-to-the-finish struggle. 
To this purpose the Commu­ 
nists are sending men and sup­ 
plies openly down the Ho Chi 
Minh and Sihanouk trails into 
the South despite a fantastic 
bombing campaign. By Decem­ 
ber. the United States had 
dropped more bombs on North 
and South Vietnam than it 
dumped on Europe in World 


War II—about 100 pounds of ex­ 
plosives for every man, woman 
and child in the two Vietnams. 
The Communists have placed 
Westmoreland and his allies in 
what could well be a critical po­ 
sition in 1968. 
Increased intensity in the 
conventional war has overshad­ 
owed the pacification program. 
Winning the hearts and minds of 
the population had to suffer 
while the allies stemmed Com­ 
munist troops slipping into the 
Dak To hills and across the 
DMZ. 
The commitment of allied 
troops to the borders and away 
from the people may have fui- 
filled an enemy aim. If this was 
the plan, it succeeded to a large 
degree in the 1st Corps region, 
to a limited degree in the 2nd 
Corps. 
These factors may shape 1968 
into the war’s climax , 
—North Vietnam has matched 
the allied troop buildup almost 
battalion for battalion. With the 
U.S. troop commitment stabiliz­ 
ing. the Communists might try 
to open more fronts, battering 
at American units necessarily 
spread thin across the country. 
—American casualties could 
rise even more than in the past 
year. Communist forces are 
being exhorted by their leaders 
to strike first at the Americans. 
Enemy weaponry will become 
more sophisticated. 
—Pressure will continue to 
mount tor allied troops to in­ 
vade Laos and Cambodia, and 
possibly North Vietnam, partic­ 
ularly if infiltration continues at 
the present level. 
—If the war gets larger, the 
confidence of the Vietnamese 
people in the Saigon govern­ 
ment will be tested. Many ob­ 
servers expect antiwar senti­ 
ment to rise among the popula­ 
tion. 
Recent American troop arriv­ 
als. including the rest of the 
101st Airborne Division, have 
for the first time in months giv­ 
en Westmoreland an offensive 
striking force. He is expected to 
use it in spectacular style early 
in the new year. 
But the enemy troop buildup 
threatens to neutralize even the 
101st by spring, forcing Ameri­ 
can commanders to forego the 
offensive mobility that charac­ 
terized American operations in 
1966 and early 1%7. 
The North Vietnamese will be 
fielding nine infantry divisions 
by mid-1968 if current intelli- 
gerKîe estimates prove correct. 
Presumably the Communists 
think this will place them in a 
better position to launch the 
kind of action that brought them 
success against the French. In 
October 1950 Ho Chi Minh used 
23 Viet Minh battalions to 
smash French defenses along 
the Chinese border. He has not 
deployed anywhere near that 
number of battalions at one 
place inVietnam. 
Increased enemy capability 
may frustrate Westmoreland’s 
plans to establish a 4th Ameri­ 
can corps headquarters at Can 
Tho, in the Mekong Delta, early 
in 1968. Each of the delta’s 16 
provinces, except the Hoa Hao 
religious sect’s province of An 
Giang. has as many armed 
guerrillas and Communist cadre 
as did the whole of Malaya at 
the heights of its insurgency in 
1950. Westmoreland is known to 
be anxious to start cleaning the 
delta out with U.S. forces. 
American dead in the tougher 
fighting this year rose to an av­ 
erage of 193 a week, against 92 
in 1966. Troop commitments in­ 
creased by a third this year. 
Casualties doubled. 
American strate^' is to keep 
casualties to a minimum by the 
maximum use of supporting air 


and artillery power, but the 
Reds’ creation of battlefields in 
the periphery mountains tended 
to neutralize the effectiveness of 
supporting fire. 
The rising sophistication of 
Communist weaponry is wor­ 
rying American commanders. 
They find that some of their in­ 
fantry units are outgunned in 
head-on clashes in the jungle. 
Communist troops carry the 
highly effective AK47 automatic 
rifle. Many have started sling­ 
ing B40 and B50 bazooka-type 
rocket laurKhers ¿round their 
necks and using them effective­ 
ly- 
Whole regiments of enemy 
heavy rocketeers began deploy­ 
ing in South Vietnam in 1967, 
armed with the 122 fin-stabilized 
rocket and the 140mm rocket. 
Several of these units are known 
to be in the country but have not 
yet shown up in battle. 
Along the DMZ the Commu­ 
nists have deployed artillery 
and rockets, not as many as the 
350 pieces pitted against the 
French at Dien Bien Phu, but 
enough to give U.S. Marines 
there a miserable existence. 
One knowledgeable American 
has expressed fear that Viet­ 
nam is becoming a contest in 
weaponry between the United 
States and Russia. The Soviet 
Union provides all the sophisti­ 
cated weapons in the North 
Vietnamese arsenal. 
The confidence of the Viet­ 
namese people in the govern­ 
ment that it elected this year is 
being carefully watched. Ap­ 
proximately four million people, 
or one quarter of the population, 
have been uprooted from their 
homes. By the best available es­ 
timates. 25,000 civilians were 
killed this year. Hundreds of vil­ 
lages were burned to the ground 
by both sides, and an estimated 
5 per cent of the land under cul­ 
tivation was defoliated with her­ 
bicide sprays to prevent the 
Viet Cong from using it. 
A senior American civilian in 
the 2nd corps region told a re­ 
porter this month: “ If the peo­ 
ple in my area had the choice of 
continuing the war, or living in

peace under the viet Cong, 
they’d take the Viet Cong.” This 
was an extreme viewpoint but 
an indicator of how depressing 
the war has become to many of 
the people. 
French military experience in 
Vietnam and Algeria showed 
that big showdown battles are 
necessary neither for victory 
nor for defeat. Many observers 
in South Vietnam detect no 
groundswell of popular feeling 
against the Communists, no new 
vigor toward fighting the war 
among the population. President 
Nguyen Van Thieu is facing a 
political crisis because of his de­ 
cree ordering partial mobiliza­ 
tion. 
Gen. Westmoreland said this 
week: “ I believe the best meas­ 
ure that I know of progress that 
has been made in 1967 is the im­ 
proved attitude of the people.” 
He depicted 1967 as a year of 
great progress in the war. 
Reporters in frequent trips 
outside Saigon this year found 
that optim:ism expressed by 
Westmoreland. 
Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker and other 
senior American officials is of­ 
ten not shared by Americans 
dealing with the Vietnamese at 
the grass-roots level.

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He gets a minimum $30 a month 
and some fringe benefits; free 
housing and food. The GI pays 
for his services out of his own 
pocket, about $2 to $3 monthly. 
The use of nonmilitary help in 
U.S. military posts is an old 
practice. The Army has to ad­ 
here to tribal channels to get 
the Cunas to help. 
The Cunas come with a chief 
with whom the top brass must 
deal on all matters. As a recog­ 
nition of his higher station, the 
chief makes $50 a month and 
rates a single bed while the oth­ 


ers sleep in double bunks. 
The Cunas are a race of fish­ 
ing and farming folk who live on 
the San Bias Islands off Pana­ 
ma’s northeast coast, some 75 
miles from here. Fiercely proud 
of their origin, th^ are dedicat­ 
ed to the preservation of race 
purity. Foreigners are not per­ 
mitted among them. On the is­ 
lands, social relations between 
strangers and Cuna ladies are 
taboo. Cuna girls visiting the 
mainland have chaperones. 
AuthoriU^ on Cuna life de­ 
scribe them as among the hap­ 


piest, hardest working and least 
complicated people anywhere. 
“ They are a very clean, or­ 
derly people and lead a high 
moral life.” said Lt. Col. James 
D. Hunsaker of Pueblo, Colo. 
“ They keep pretty much to 
themselves 
and 
there’s 
no 
record of a serious incident be­ 
tween them and the trqoi;»,” 
said another officer. 
“ We like it fine here,” he says 
in Spanish although he speaks a 
bit of English. 
The Indians work in the offi­ 
cers’ club, in the troop mess 
and billets doing custodial serv­ 
ices.
